To Take Placement 
Test in Home School 



Placement tests for entering Anr 
tioch Township High school will be 
given in the home room of the 
eighth grade pupils May 0, Princi- 
pal R, E, Edmundson announced 
yesterday. 

Principals of the schools affected 
mot this week with Edmundson in 
arranging to give the tests. The 
Iowa Every-pupil test of basic skills 
will be used. 

Schools which will send pupils to 
Antioch Township High school and 
where the tests will be given are 
Antioch Grade school; St Peter's, 
Lake Villa, Channel Lake, Grass 
Lake and Millburn. 

"I believe we will find it better 
to give the examination in the en- 
vironment to which the pupil is 
familiar rather than bring them to a 
strange place for the test," said 
Principal Edmundson. 

The testing program accurately 
measures the student's basic skill in 
fourteen, important aspects of the 
four major basic skills: reading, 
work-study, basic language and ba- 
sic arithmetic. 

Results of these tests form a basis, 
for Individualizing instruction, and 
increase the effectiveness of the 
school's educational program. 

The answer, sheets are scored 
centrally by a staff of Iowa Testing 
Program specialists to insure en- 
tirely objective results. 

Each pupil will be furnished a 
self-interpreting profile folder on 
which he will plot his own score3 
and those of his class average. This 
serves as a report to parents, giving 
them a graphic picture of how their 
child scored, how he compares with 
his own class, and with other pupils 
of the same grade level nationally

KOREA— Despite the hardships of 
iwor, rain, cold and enemy bullets, 
.the men of the 24th regiment In 
Korea get their daily newspaper. 

Col. John T. Corley, Brooklyn, 
one of the army's most decorated 
officers, started the paper for his 
troops when he took over command 
of the 24th. He called It The Eagle 
Forward and It has never missed 
an issue. 

The little two-page mimeographed 
newspaper has become one of the 
most popular publications in Korea. 

The first page is devoted to 
world news of importance, includ- 
ing the latest war developments 
in Korea. The second page tells 
the activities of units within the 
regiment and the achievements of 
Individual soldiers. 

One of the most popular features, 
called "The Old Soldiers Ald, M was 
Corlcy's Idea. 

It consists of a daily bit of ad- 
vice on how troops can protect 
themselves from the weather or 
the enemy. Lately the "Old Soldier" 
has been giving sage tips on how 
to take proper care of the feet. 

The paper comes out every day 
except Sunday, and the two sol- 
diers— Sgt. Milton B. Fulcher and 
Pfc. Cornelius Boykln— who make 
up the staff, have never missed an 
edition. 

They collect and write news and 
then crank it out on a mimeograph 
machine. The paper has a ptcss 
run of 600 copies. When the divi- 
sion was on the front the paper was 
taken up on chow trucks. The men 
read it and passed copies from 
foxhole to foxhole, 

The paper has been put out by 
candlelight, Korean gaslight, and 
■flashlight.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Bits of 
wood, bricks, nails and other sou- 
venirs have been salvaged from 
repair operations on the White 
House and have been offered to the 
public at prices ranging from 25 
cents to $100. 

Applications are being handled 
by members of congress or direct- 
ly by the "Commission on Renova- 
tion of the Executive Mansion, Fort 
Myer, Va." 

Persons applying for the memen- 
tos must certify that they will not 
resell them. They must also pay 
postage or freight. There will be 
no profit for the government 
since all money received will go 
for administration, packing and 
other costs. 

Th« commission said that such 
items as pieces of old lath, stone 
■nd metal would sell tor 25 cents, 
paid in ad vanes.
